Chicago, Aug. I-—The issue of the 
open shop as it affects employes of j 
tho Pennsylvania railway was brought 
sharply to the front today by the ac- J 
tion of the U. 
S 
Railway 
Labor 
Board in ordering new elections of 
representatives of employes of the 
road and prescribing the manner of 
voting. 
The order sets aside elections al­ 
ready held and over-rules the conten­ 
tion of officials of the railway that 
their employes’ representatives shall 
be chosen without regard for union 
affiliations. 
Conferences to be held 
before August 12 will determine the 
method of holding tho new elections- 
Officials of the Pennsylvania rail­ 
way frankly stated at recent hearings 
of the labor Board that they would 
deal with their employes according 
to their own plans, virtually denying 
the right of the board 
to interfere. 
This attitude of the decision issued 
by the board, is called “quibbling” and 
“Almost treasonable.”. 
The oard expressed impatience with 
“quibbling” over technicalities and de­ 
clared that a time when the nation is 
slowly 
and 
painfuly 
progre«sin£ 
through the condition of industrial de­ 
pression, unemployment and unrest it 
is almost treasonable fdr any em­ 
ployer or employe to haggle 
over 
nonessentials of industrial chaos. 
The 
Pennsylvania 
in 
ostensible 
compliance with 
an 
order 
of 
the 
board for conferences with its em­ 
ployes on new rules, had held a gen­ 
eral election. 
Votes were cast for 
individuals only and the names of the 
various labor organizations of the 
railways employes did not appear on 
the ballots. 
The labor board sets

election and the new rules and has 
ordered a new election at which the 
employes may vote for representatives 
Representatives chosen 
at the 
new 
election 
are to be given recognition 
by all the railroads at new confer­ 
ences.

TURKS ON THE RUN. 
The Turks, now that they are on the run are begging the Al­ 
lies at Constantinople to call off the Greeks. 
Had it not been for 
I the intervention of European Powerg the Turkish Empire could 
not have lived as a political entity all these years, and now it looks 
again to the “alliance of Powers," a s of old it depended on the 
“balance of power,” to preserve its existence. 
Meanwhile, Kemal’s Nationalist Government shifts its imita­ 
tion leather suitcases to a new capital Sivas, 200 miles east of An­ 
gora. This is a place where the Turks while victorious staged an 
American massacre and crowned the Armenian Bishop with red- 
hot horshoes. They are not saying anything about that, now that 
Greeks have captured—it is claimed—three-quarters of their mob­ 
ilized military force and its equipment. 
There is discernible in America no particular sympathy with

FINDINGS OF PHILIPPINE COMMISSION FORECAST RE- 
'I ENTION BV IHE UNITED STATES- 
A letter to Secretary Weeks rrom Major General Leonard 
Wood. now in the Philippines as head of the Wood-Foroes mission 
sent by President Harding, was received recently and Mr. WreeksJ 
acknowledged that it indicated the character of the report to be| 
made later by the mission. The War Secretary declined to make 
public any impressions gained by the writer, however, relative to 
capacity of the islanders for self-government or as to conditions 
generally. 
No time has been fixed for submission of the lormal 
report, it was said as the mission had not completed its work. 
A development of the President's recent announcement rela­ 
tive to General Wood’s acceptance of the post of Governor General 
became known. A number of influential persons in the island have 
cabled members of the Harding administration and asked that the 
General be selected for the post. 
General VV ood s record in the 
past and the qualities that he has shown during the present trip 
have convinced American and Filippino leaders alike that he is the 
man for the place. 
General Wood’s selection as provost for the 
University 
01 
Pennsylvania is not considered to be a bar to his taking the post in 
Philippines. His arrangement with the University trustees is un­ 
derstood to have been that he, would take the place if his country I 
did not need him in some other capacity. It is believed in \\ ash- 
ington that, despite his earlier refusal to take the place, General 
Wood can be shown that his acceptance is necessary and when the 
appointment is made he will be the man selected. 
A late Manila dispatch says: “Since their return to Manila 
last week, Major General Wood and W. Cameron Forbes have been 
busy preparing the preliminary report for which President Hard­ 
ing cabled recently. It is indicated that this will not be merely 
a routine report, but will foreshadow their real recommendations, 
which those close to the mission believe include retention of the 
Philippines, continuation of autonomy under the Jones act, but
